FOLLOWS HUSBAND ONE | 
WEEK AFTER HIS DEATH 


Mrs. Franz Peters Declares She 
Had Nothing to Live for and 
Would Pass Away Soon. 


Grief over the death of her husband, 
after a happy married life of more than 
half a century, killed Mrs. Franz Peters, 
8 years old, of Wentzville, St. Charles 
County, who died Sunday.

At his funera) last Tuesday she said to 
her friends: “‘Now there is nothing 
more left for me to live for.

Her 
heart action became weaker and weak- 
er until the end came. That she literally 
died of a broken heart is the belief of 
many who knew of her life-long devo- 
tion to her husband.

Mr. Greathouse Declares So- 
cial Affairs Absorb Belle- 
ville Halcyon Members. 








OBJECTS TO GOSSIP 





‘Those of Rich Congregation 
Criticised Say Young 
Baptist Is Dreamer. 


The Rev. John W. Greathouse, a young 
Kentucky Baptist, has resigned the pas- 
torate of the First Baptist Church of 
Belleville because, he says, his congre- 
gation has become too fashionable for 
revival meetings and because the two 
women’s clubs of the church are con- 
cerned solely with social matters. 

“The Halcyon Club,” said the pastar 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter, ‘“‘was or- 
ganized to help along church work. It fs 
now simply a fashionable social club. 
Moreover, it hag members who are not 
connected with the church and some of 
whom are not only unbelievers, but in- 
fidels as well. I am in the soul-saving 
business. So I have resigned.”’ 

Pastor Called Dreamer. 

The women members of the Haicyon 
Club and of the Sewing Circle, which 
also hag been criticised by the pastor, 
retort that the minister is troubled by 
a frenzy of religious fire. 

‘Mr. Greathouse is a dreamer,” said 
one of them to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“Ho is continually up in the clouds. If 
he would come down to earth he could 
get along with us all right.’’ 

Mr. Greathouse took charge of the 
church two years ago. He came from a 
pastorate in Louisville, where he spent 
a year following his graduation from 
the Baptist Seminary in Georgetown, 
Ky. 

He met trouble soon after he reached 
Belleville. One day he walked into the 
meeting room of the church, where the 
Sewing Circle was in session. He told 
them that they should spend less time 
in gossiping and more in working for 
the church. The women, indignant, an- 
swered that they were busy sewing and 
that it was only natural that they 
should talk. And they told the young 
pastor that they would not allow him 
to insult them. , 

Says Gossip Was Harmless. 

Miss Bechy Sipple, president ef the 
circle, said Sunday that whatever gZ0s8- 
sip was indulged at the circle was harm- 
less. 
The Halcyon Club holds monthly meet- 
ings which have literary and social fea- 
tures. The pastor objected because sev- 
eral of its members do not belong: to the 
church and because one of these out- 
siders—Mrs. Albert Ogle—was president 
of the club. 

“Mr. Greathouse came to see me,” said 
Mrs. Ogle, “and said he thought we 
ought to do more church work. But 
what we were doing was very useful. 
And what if we did gossip? Why, what 
do men do when they get together but 
gossip? All small talk is gossip.” 

“Why, since I took up the pastorage,”’ 
said the pastor, “I have brought into the 
church 60 new members, which is ex- 
traordinarily large for Belleville. I 
know that more conversions can be 
made in a week of revival meetings than 
in a year of pulpit sermons. I had sev- 
eral of these meetings and then different 
members of the congregation com- 
plained.. They said there was too much 
excitement. I suppose excitement is not 
fashionable. 

“The Halcyon Club is not a religious 
club at all any more. It is a society af- 
fair, run by th®most fashionable people 
in town. This is why several of the 
members are not even connected with 
my church. And, as some of them -: ze 
unbelievers and infidels, the influence is 
bad. 

Congregation Is Wealthy. 

“It is almost inconceivable to me 
that members of the congregation of 
a Baptist Church should oppose any 
methods on the part of the pastor, 
which make toward the saving of 
souls. I believe in revival meetings, 
and, as they will not tolerate them, 
I am compelled to leave.” 

There are 250 members of the First 
Baptist Church. The Halcyon. Club 
has about fifty members and the Sew- 
ing Circle the same number. The con- 
gregation is wealthy and several 
thousand dollars have been spent for 
improvements recently. 

Mr. Greathouse -will preach his last 
sermon next Sunday. His opponents 
in the congregation say he is one of 
the best speakers Belleville ever has 
had.

Mr. Wells and his party and Mr. 
Rockefeller were out early, so as to get 
over the course before the regular 
country club cup contest began. 
Mayor Wells is a center of attraction 
here. He is enjoying himself hugely, 
having met the richest man in the 
world and many of the leading finan- 
ciers of the United States. He has been 
warmly received at many social func- 
tions. 

The weather this merning was just 
right for golf and a large gallery fol- 
lowed Mayor Wells and Mr. Reckefel- 
ler as they trudged through the dewy 
grass. 


Past Performance Studied: 
When news reached St. Louis that the 
Mayor was to match his skill at golf 
against that of the richest man in the 
world, there was much speculation as to 
the result. Wagers were made as to the 
outcome and there was a rush of city 
employes for books on golf, to be used 
in studying the ‘previous performances” 
of the distinguished contestants. 

Col. George S. McGrew, the greatest 
golf authority in St. Louis, said Monday 
that he believes the Mayor is doomed to 
certain defeat.

IED SHOTGUN 
FORSURE DEATH 
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Secretary and Treasurer J. F. 
Randolph Made Certain 
He Would Die. 





NEW YORK, Feb. 17.—John F. Ran- 
dolph, private secretary to Thomas A. 
Edison and treasurer of the Edison 
Phonograph Works at West Orange, N. 
J., shot and killed himself today in the 
cellar of his home in New Valley, West 
Orange. 

He had made elaborate preparations 
to end his life, using a shotgun that 
blew him.almost to pieces. After charg 
ing both barrels of the gun he fastened 
it against the wall so he could stand in 


front of it and pull the triggers with a 
poker. 
Wife Hears Gun’s Report. 

The noise of tne shot was heard by 
his wife and children, who were in a 
sitting room just above the cellar. 

Mr. Randolph had been writing let- 
ters all the morning and his wife had 
become alarmed over his nervous condi- 
tion. When the wife reached the cellar 
which was brilliantly lighted, she 
swooned. News ef the tragedy was tel 
ephoned to Mr. Edison, who rushed ove: 
to the Randolph home, arriving there h 
time to prevent Mrs, Randolph fron 
throwing herself from the window 01 
an upper story. The young woman 
fought desperately with the inventor 
and her children. Her reason seemed 
wrecked and she had to be placed un 
der restraint. 

Mr. Edison said he knew of no reason 
for his secretary's suicide. Randolph 
left several letters marked ‘‘Personal,”’ 
for Mr. Edison. He had written letters 
to other friends. 

Leaves Estate to Wife. 

Randolph was 4 years old and Mved in 
a handsome cottage on New Valley Way 
with his wife and three children. He 
had been Mr. Edison's private secretary 
for 15 years, and was believed to bi 
wealthy. Several years ago he was made 
treasurer of all the Edison companies 
In the letter the suicide wrote to his 
wife after he had rigged up the _ :ot- 
gun in the cellar he said he hac left 
everything he possessed to her. He als 
declared that he had come by all hi« 
money by hard work and patient ef- 
fort. 

Besides the letters he wrote to Mr 
Edison there was one addressed to the 
inventor's wife, one to William E. Gil- 
more, general manager of the Edison 
works, and one to Peter Weber, the 
superintendent.

Richard Snell's share oi the estate 
under a division is estimated at $1,000,000 
He is one of two sons, the other, Thorntor 
Sr., being dead.

Hannah Snell of Bloomington, and her 
children and grandchildren, are heirs t 
the bulk of the remainder of the estate 
under a division. 
Twelve lawyers, evenly divided for anc 
against the will, fought the legal bat- 
tle, which attracted widespread atten- 
tion on account of the revelation of the 
old millionaire’s remark ble love af- 
fairs. In the hope of proving his father 
insane, Richard placed in the Rands of 
his lawyers the bundles of ietters he 
‘ound in his father’s trunk a few hours 
after the funeral, 
The chief interest in the trial, legalh 
and publiciy, centered in these remark- 
able letters. From the lagl standpoint 
the question of their admissability ar 
evidence and of their value in provine 
the contention of insanity, were absorb 
‘ng on both sides. 

An Old Man's Vanity. 

The public’s interest in the letters 
arose from the fact that they told of 
an old man’s vanity and fondness for 
women, and of the attraction his mil- 
lions had for the women. 

Many women in Clinton and nearby 
towns trembled until it became known 
just which-of the letters would be in- 
troduced. Social, political, church, 
financial and lodge influences were 
brought to bear on the lawyers in the 
case. 

Richard Snell would not permit all the 
letters to be withheld from the jury. It 
was finally agreed that only those from 
Mabellie Snell and Mrs. Lura Hamilton. 
wife of the Methodist clergyman, should 
be offered. But Mabelic’s were ruled 
out by Judge Cochran because she is 4 
beneficiary under the will. 

The will provides that any heir con- 
testing it shall be disinherited. 

Tied Up fer a Century.

Financier Prepares to “Square 
It” With Enemies Who 
Caused His Downfall. 








SEIZED AS HE LANDED 





Demands to See Records of 
Grand Jury Which In- 
dicted Him. 





NEW YORK, Feb. 17.—At the very 
moment of his arraignment in court, 24 
hours after his arrival on the Etruria, 


Charles W. Morse, dethroned “ice king,’’ 
began his fight for vindication and to 


punish his enemies. 

Through his attorney, Philip B. Britt, 
after entering a plea of not guilty, with 
the privilege of withdrawing it to make 
any proper motion, Morse demanded an 
inspection of the minutes of the grand 
jury that indicted him on two charges 
of grand larceny. 

It is the first step to stave off tlie 
pending criminal proceedings. Once he 
is free of these charges, Morse, it is in- 
timated, will undertake his campaign to 


rehabilitate the many institutions § in 

whose collapse he was caught and to 

square things with men who assisted in 

bringing about the crash and added 

many gratuitous knocks when they 

thought him safely out of the country. 
nd [Is Continued. 

Temporarily, the demands to inspect 
the minutes was withdrawn when Judge 
Dowling fixed next Monday as the time 
for filing any formal motions. When 
this had been done Morse walked out of 
court, his bond of $20,000 furnished yes- 
terday by the Fidelity and Deposit Co. 
of Maryland having been continued. 
The arraignment of the financler lasted 
about five minutes. During the time his 
attorney was talking, Morse stood before 
Justice Dowling, shifting uneasily from 
one foot to the other. Once he was free 
to leave he hurried from the Courthouse 
to escape the eager crowd. He was 
whirled downtown in his automobile 
with Mr. Britt. ’ 

-Appeared Promptly. 

Morse was on hand promptly at ll 
o’clock. Several men spoke to him, 
wishing him “good luck#’ and these he 
answered brightly. There was nothing 
in his appearance to indicate worry over 
his great financial troubles. 

When his case was called, Morse 
stepped quickly to the bar while Clerk 
Penney read the indictments charging 
larceny, growing out of a note given 
Morse by Morgan J. O’Brien. Britt at 
once offered the plea of not guilty with 
the privilege of withdrawing. 

An argument. started immediately 
when Britt asked that he be allowed 
two weeks in which to prepare motions. 
Justice Dowling suggested that next 
Monday be fixed as the time for any 
motions, saying a continuance could be 
granted if Britt could not prepare him- 
self by that time. 

When the Etruria landed the promoter 
of the Ice Trust and many of the east 
coast steamship lines was placed in an 
automobile and driven to the home of 
Justice Dowling, where he gave bonds 
in the sum of $20,000. He was then TPe- 
leased and went to his home, where he 
gave out a statement later that he was 
innocent of crime. He asked the public 
io suspend judgment in his case until 
he had had a chance to face his ac- 
cusers in Court.

BE INDORSED 





Republican Leader Dominates 


Convention, but Consents 
to Instructed Delegates. 





Amid scenes of turbulence, ‘‘Boss’’ 
Essen’s course of victory in the Repub- 
was checked Monday afternoon when 
he tried to “run through,’ it was 
charged, a Niedringhaus slate of dele- 
gates to the State convention. 

Loudly charged by half a dozen dele- 
gates with ‘‘gag rule,’’ Essen sat smil- 
ing amid the tumult while Sheriff Her- 
pel and his deputies tried to clear the 
Circuit Courtroom of a crowd of unof- 
ficial outsiders, mostly friends of Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Johnston, who is help- 
ing the Law Enforcement eBague fight 
Essen. 

The Essen slate of delegates as he 
prepared it was lost. His plan to nomi- 
nate a list by the convention sitting as 
a whole was overwelmed. But by the 
ordinary procedure he will control the 
nominations from all the townships, it 
is said, except Central Township. John- 
ston .controls this. It will nominate 
about two-fifths of the delegates. 

Before the room could be cleared, all 
the delegates had to leave, being re- 
admitted by deputies armed with lists 
of official representatives to the con- 
vention. 

Essen has favored an _ uninstructed 
delegation, but his actions Monday in- 
dicated that he would yield to the per- 
suasions of Taft supporters on his side 
and consent to an indorsement of the 
Secretary for the presidential race. 

Johnston told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
he considered the result a victory for 
him, as the Taft indorsemeat certainly 
would be adopted. 

Essen's first victory was won in the 
County Central Committee, when a tem- 
porary organization for the convention 
was effected. Essen is chairman of the 
central body. He consented to having 
R. L. Shackleford, a Clayton lawyer 
and Essen follower, made temporary 
chairman. Richard Ralph, a Taft man, 
was chosen secretary. 

The delegates crowded into the Circuit 
Courtroom, and Essen moved that com- 
mittees on Credentials, Resolutions and 
Permanent Organization be appointed. 
The first two of these were important. 
The Credentials Committee had the de- 
cision of contested . delegations from 
Wellston, Clayton and Midland town- 
ships, and the Resolutions Committee 
must offer Taft indorsement. All 
ths contests were Gecided in Essen’s 
favor. 

Essen put four of his men on each 
committee, out of five elected. 

The Credentials Committee is headed 
ty G. A. Wurdemann, the Probate 
Judge of the county, considered John- 
ston’s friend. The others, all of whom 
ace Essen followers, are: H. H. Barnes, 
Meramec Township; A. E. L. Gardner 
of Bonhomme ‘Township, James W. 
Settle of St. Ferdinand Township and 
Samuel D. Hodgdon of Carondelet 
Tewnship. 

The Committee on _ resolutions is 
headed by Charles Houts, a Johnston 
man. The other members, all of whom 
are Essen men, are: E. C. Hencken of 
Meramec Township, William Wenom of 
Bonhornme, Henry Taake of St. Ferdi- 
nand and William C. Luther of Caronde- 
let 

A recess was taken to give these com- 
mittees time to report. In an hour 
the Credentials Committee returned its 
report favoring Essen. 

Contest in Committee. 

Essen was a witness before the Cre- 
dentials Committee when it was deciding 
the contest on the Wellston delegation. 
He said that although Johnston’s men 
were in the minority, they had the or- 
ganization, and that they refsued to 
consent to a standing vote, insisting on 
a ballot. Essen and his men would not 
consent to this, and started to walk 
out. 

One of Essen’s men, he said, had his 
coat torn by the Johnston men in leav- 
ing. Essen said Mark Gumberts, who 


is allied with Johnston in the fight, 
was there with several friends, who 
were not in that precinct, and had no 
right to be present.

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BAKERS ALLOW 
UNDER NEW BILL 


Measure Giving Factory In- 
spector Jurisdiction to Be 
Introduced in House. 





CLEANLINESS REQUIRED

Bakery Employes Would Be 
Compelled to Obtain Certi- 
ficates as to Their Health. 


Tuesday night William J. Brennan, 
}clegate from the Sixteenth Ward to the 
House of Delegates, will present to 
the House an ordinance prepared by 
State Factory Inspector Jesse W. 
Sikes, directed at the unclean bakeries 
of the city. The disease-inviting condi- 
tions in these bakeries have been re- 
vealed by the Post-Dispatch. 

In a recent inspection of the bak- 
eries in the section occupied by the 
Bulgarians, Greeks, Servians and Turks 
along Second street, and by the Jews 
and Italians in the district known as 
the Ghetto, between Sixth and Ninth 
streets and Morgan street and Cass ave- 
nue, the condition of the bakeries’ was 
found to be bad. Many of them were in 
cellars. that had no ventilation and the 
ficors and utensils were covered with 
secur dough and general filth, the breed- 
ing places of disease. 

Proprietors Apathetic. 

For several months the Factory In- 
spector has been trying to prevent bak- 
ers having tuberculosis from working 
in the bakeries. It has been known 
to him and to the officers of the St. 
Iculs Society for the Relief and Pre- 
vention of Tuberculosis that many dis- 
eesed bakers were working in these 
places, but they have not been able to 
prevent them from such occupation be- 
cause of the apathy of the proprietors. 

The ordinance has been framed to per- 
mit the State Factory Inspector to elim- 
inete unhealthy men from the force of 
those who mix and bake the dough in 
these bakeries by means of certificates 
of health, and to otherwise prevent the 
danger through dirty underground bak- 
eries, and prevent domestic animals, 
often a source of infection, from being 
permitted to occupy bakeshops. 

Fowls Are Barred. 

The first section of the ordinance pro-. 
vides that every bakeshop shall be 
drained and plumbed in a sanitary man- 
ner. The rooms shall be at least eight 
feet high, plastered or ceiled with wood 
or metal, and if required by the inspec- 
tor, whitewashed every three months. 
The floors, ceilings and utensils shall be 
kept clean and sanitary. Sleeping places 
shall be kept separate from the rooms 
in which food products are prepared. 
No animals or fowls shall be permitted 
to live in bakeshops, stores or store- 
rooms. 

Section 2 provides for the inspection 
of the health of bakers, and the ellmina- 
tion of persons suffering from consump- 
tion and other communicable diseases 
from the business of making bread and 
confections. ; 

The fourth section compels the owner, 
agent or lessee of an underground bake- 
shop to vacate the same for use as a 
bakery upon receiving due notice from 
the factory, inspector. 


Fines Are Provided. 
For violatirg the provisions of the or- 


dinance the penalty may be a fine of not 
more than $50 for the first offense, not 
more than $100 fine and imprisonment 
for not more than 10 days for the sec- 
ond offense, and not more than $200 fine 
and imprisonment for 30 days for each 
subsequent offense. 

It is believed that the. danger 
bread mixed by consumptives will 
greatly lessened by the compulsory is- 
suance of health certificates, and that 
the filthy conditions to be found in a 
certain class of city bakeries will be en- 
tirely abolished.

least once every three months to be 
examined to ascertain if they have 
any of those diseases. If they are 
found free from them, they will be 
given a certificate stating such fact. 
which will be kept on file by the 
owner of the bakery for examination 
by the factory inspectors. 

Bakers unprovided with such healt} 
certificates shall not be employed 
in bakeries. If, in the opinion of 
any factory inspector, a person work-

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 17.—More 
than two weeks ago John Fayhey, an 
employe of the Water Department, dis- 
appeared. His wife decided .yesterday 
that he had been buried accidentally in 
a trench under one of the busiest streets 
in Kansas City, and she has persuaded 
city officers to have the street opened 
to learn the truth. 

It was 11:30 o'clock, Jan. 31, when the 
telephone of the Water Department 
rang. 

“This is Fayhey,’’ a voice at the other 
end of the line said. “I’m at Twelfth 
and Main streets. That connection is 
made and you may fill up the trench.” 

Not Seen Since Then. 

Fayhey never has been seen or heard 
of since by his wife, his four children, 
any of his friends or fellow workmen. 
Mrs. Fayhey thinks that her husband 
fell into the trench after he tele- 
phoned. Laborers from the Water 
Department arrived at the trench at 
that midnight and filled it up. Mrs.

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WHEN ALL MEN PREACH. 
Dogmatism is at once the strength and the 
weakness of all who preach. Dogma is not to be 
contradicted. The preacher whether of religion 
or of morals who dogmatizes is on safe ground. 
He may become slipshod arid he may not make 
the most of his opportunities, but his influence 
will correspond with his ability if his practice 


is in harmony with his preachments. 
We are getting more preaching than usual at 


have fallen into the habit and, while there is 
not much novelty in their utterances, the fact 
that a politician can preach at all has attracted 
attention. Thus many a publican, finding it easy 
to dogmatize and to gain a hearing thereby, has 
forgotten what little statecraft, economy oF 
finance he ever knew and has come out strong on 
morals. 

To say an undisputed thing in a solemn way 
i: no new art, and it is nét confined to politicians. 
When politicians undertake to preach, however, 
they are proné to offend in this direction, for 
without proper training, they naturally imitate 
the worst and not the best in the profession 
after which they pattern. When everybody falls 
to preaching we may depend upon it that the 
net product will be exceedingly poor. 

“Let us be moral” old Pecksniff was wont to 
exclaim, and “let us not forget the fundamental 
principles of righteousness” is its modern para- 
phrase. The same note runs through everything. 
If a man would coin money by lecturing or writ- 
ing, or if he would have office, shall he not, with 
the people in this humor for dogma, preach hon- 
esty, truth, cleanliness, charity, religion? In 
that case who shall say him nay? 

The difficulty which all this dogmatizing pre- 
sents is not with the morals thus more or less im- 
perfectly upheld. They are unassailable. They 
find ready acceptance everywhere. In the ab- 
stract most men believe in them. Every town- 
ship in the United States will vote unanimously 
in favor of the ten commandments any day, and 
the next day every man in it will violate one 
or more of them. That is the trouble. 

If government were based on human perfection 
preaching by the politicians might be necessary 
to hold the people up to their work, but it is not. 
Government exists for the average man and it 
must take into account the evil as well as the 
good that is in him. It must cite cases and make 
laws to fit them, and when made it must enforce 
them. There can be no good government without 
an ethical purpose. There can be plenty of bad 
government under a regime which never gets 
beyond the ten commandments. 

While the world needs preaching and always 
will need it, we may easily have too much preach- 
ing of an inferior sort. A true preacher has a 
message and his life conforms thereto. Our 
political preachers bear no message; they have 
only an aim, generally a selfish one. “They all 
agree and no one takes issue with them. There 
is nothing specific and militant in their preach- 
ments and their political lives are not/in accord 
with them. ‘ 


To what end, therefore, does all this preaching 
tend? Here is a distinguished Republican free- 
ly distributing his ‘Thus saith the Lord” truisms, 
whose party warehouse is full of the dead men’s 
bones of the thieving protective tariff. What 
about him? Is his righteousness real or is it 
false? And here is a distinguished Democrat 
fairly exuding sanctity who talks morality like a 
book and whose whole public career rests upon an 
abortive attempt on his part to double the value 
of every ounce of silver in possession of the 
mining, trust. Is he genuine or is he counterfeit? 

There is no royal road to public or to private 
morality. Progress must be worked out pain- 
fully in detail. The moral law is a guide post, 
but it only points the way. Men who would ad- 
vance must not linger within its shade. They 
must move on, cherishing its precepts, indeed, 
but applying them as well. 

We shall have no issue in this country over 
the decalogue. We may have the liveliest kind 
of dissension when some one undertakes to put 
it into action. Since so many of us have gone 
to preaching, then, let us not forget that “tirtue 
alone outbuilds the pyramids,” and that “her 
monuments shall last when Egypt's fall.” 

Many an old familiar voice is heard im the land 
crying “Now let us be moral,” or “Now shall 
righteousness abide with us.” But what virtue 
is behind the exhortation and wherein are we 
to be moral and what brand of righteousness is 
offered ? 

Preacher, safely entrenched behind your dogmas 
which all accept, spreading wide your phylacteries, 
your eyes rolling with pious fervor, what great 
} Wrong are you concealing and where are you 


going?

Heavy and General Rush of Selling 
Late in Session Breaks 
Values. 


CLOSE ACTIVE AND WEAK 
Early Strength Caused by Euro- 
pean Steadiness in. Face off 
Bearish Statistics. 





A heavy and general rush of selling 
which struck the local wheat market 
just before the close Monday depressed 
prices sharply, —— a dul and firm 
price movement early. The close was 4%c 
to %c lower for the day. 

World’s shipments of wheat were 13.- 
740,000 bu, against 12,096,000 bu last week 
and 12 304,000 bu a year ago. Wheat and 
flour on ocean passage amounts to 560.,- 
416,000 bu, against 43,160,000 bu last week 
and 39,762,000 bu a year ago. The visible 
supply of wheat decreased 637,000 bu and 
now amounts to 45,639,000 bu, ainst a 
decrease of 983,000 bu, with 43,585,000 bu 
last year. 

The market at the start was dull and 
steady, a tendency towards higher lev- 
els soon developing on the steadiness of 
European markets in the face of the 
very bearish statistical news 
stocks of wheat increased 7, 256,000 bu, 
and world's shipments were shharply 
over those of the previous week and 
year, yet Liverpool closed unchanged, 
Budapest 4c higher and Berlin %ec h gh- 
er. Receipts in the Northwest showed a 
sharp falling off, the primary movement 
also being rag ag reduced, a good 
milling trade, both in cash wheat and 
futures, and quite liberal cash sales 
were reported in Chicago, and there 
was reported to be good Russian buy- 
ing of ocean passage wheat. Offerings 
from Argentine were said to be higher 
in Liverpool. The sentiment throughout 
the forenoon seemed mostly bullish, on 
the theory that the recent housecleaing 
has been pretty thorough and has left 
quite a good short interest out, but the 
demand was not particularly urgent, 
most of the early support being due to 
the decreased pressure. Offerings were 
very light, and prices ruled firm, though 
dull all morning. 

May wheat opened unchanged at 94%c, 
advanced to 954c, fluctuated between 9c 
and Sic, advanced to 94@95%c, de- 
clined to 94%c and again advanced to 
94@9%c, later sagging te 9%%c. July 
wheat opened \c higher at 87%c, sagged 
to 87%@87T%c, advanced to 88&c, sagged 
to 87%c and recovered to 88c. 

There was a good cash demand for 
wheat at Minneapolis, with No. 1 North- 
ern 2c to 24%c over May, and No. 2 at 
May price to %c over. Minneapolis 
stocks decreased 50,000 bu for two ys. 
Minneapolis cars were 299, against 733 
last year, Duluth 5, against 79 last 
year, and Winnipeg 186 for two days, 
against 142 for one day last year. 

‘he late trading was exceedingly atc- 
tive, with most of the business on the 
selling side. The very meager demand 
was unable to cope with a rush of sell- 
ing orders, and the latter increased 
steadily as prices ranged downward. 
The export demand was very slow, this 
encouraged the offerings, which came 
mostly from longs who had beught 
early th some selling, also for short 
account. Prices, which had worked up 
an additional fraction, broke sharply 
and declined in a rapid manner and 
closed weak and practically at the low 
point of the day. 

May wheat advanced to 9c, declined 
steadily to $4%c and closed with offer- 
ings at 944%@94%c. July wheat was bid 
up to 8844c, and was offered down stead- 
ily, closing at S87c sellers. 

The cash demand for wheat was light 
and the market quiet, but prices were 
higher on light offerings. 

Primary receipts of wheat were 613,761 
bu, with shipments of 315,187 bu, and 
local receipts were 45,000 bu, with ship- 
ments of 38,070 bu. 

Clearances of wheat and flour from 
the seaboard today were 368,000 bu. 

The trading in corn was light and was 
confined to local and professional inter- 
ests. Cables on corn closed 4¢d higher, 
and the statistics were rather bullish, 
this causing an early fractional bulge 
in a quiet market. Prices ruled firm 
during most of the session, but broke 
late on the decline in wheat, and the 
close was %c lower for the day. 

World's shipments of corn were 2,368,- 
000 bu, against 2,478,000 bu last week 
and 2,689,000 bu a year ago. Corn on 
ocean passage amounts to 8,378,000 bu, 
against 8,792,000 bu’ last week and 10,- 
931,000 bu a year ago. The visible sup- 
ply of corn increased 433,000 bu and now 
amounts to 8,559,000 bu. 

Cash corn was quiet, and not in 
strong demand, but prices were firm 
on the lack of pressure. 

Primary receipts of corn were 459,850 
bu, with shipments of 296,372 bu, and 
local receipts were 67,100 bu, with ship- 
ments of 47,270 bu. 

Corn clearances were 696,000 bu. 

The oats market on futures was in- 
active, no sales being made. There 
were few bids and May, the only op- 
tion mentioned, was offered down Sac. 
The visible supply of oats decreased 250,- 
”) bu. Cash oats were dull and steady. 
Oats clearances were 3000 bu.

GETS IMPETUS 


‘|Thirty Local Unions Desert 
Lightstone Hall and Are 
Now Homeless. 


FUND NOW IS $16,000 


Site Will Probably Cost $45,- 
ooo and With Building 
About $500,000. 





The movement to build an enormous 
temple of labor in St. Louis, which was 
started about a year ago, has received 
a stimulating forward movement 
through the desertion of Lightstone 
Hall, Eleventh street and Franklin ave- 
rve, by 30 local labor unions which 
heve used it as a meeting place for 
some time. 

The Labor Temple Council of the al- 
ied labor unions, which has had in 
charge the organization of the move- 
ment and the collection of funds for 
the purchase of a site and the building 
ef the temple, held a meeting Sunday in 
Aschenbroedel Hall to discuss plans to 
bring the homeless unions into the 
movement. Many labor officials would 
prefer to have separate homes of their 
own, but so far the Musicians Mutual 
Benefit Association only has been able 
to accomplish this. 

Owen Miller, president of the Central 
Trades and Labor Union of St. Louis

The site alone will probably cost about 
$45,000, and the temple and site to- 
gether will cost $500,000." 


CHICAGOANS DEPRIVE DOGS 
AND HORSES OF WATER IN 
TRYING TO CLOSE SALOONS 


CHICAGO, Feb. 17.—While trying to 
force the bibulous element of the publics 
to forego beer and drink its water 
straight on Sunday, the Law and Order 
League has closed the water fountains 
to the equine and canine public, and if 
the latter would drink it is forced to 
drink beer with its master or go dry. 

Yesterday the Teamsters’ Joint Coun- 
cil sent a communication to the Chicago 
Federation of Labor, asking its co- 
operation in a request to the Humane 
Society to have watering troughs place’ 
at convenient points in the city whereby 
the horses may slake their thirst. 

“Tt is a serious condition which con- 
fronts us,’ the communtcation reads. 
‘Heretofore plenty of water troughs 
have been scattered about the city. But 
each trough has been located in front 
of a saloon and the saloon keeper naid 
for the water. Now the water has been 
turned off from most of the troughs, 
and the reason given by the saloon keep- 
ers is that the Law and Order League 
is prosecuting the saloon men without 
just cause and they now refuse to con- 
tribute to the comfort of the public any 
more than they can help.”

RUSSO-AUSTRIAN TREATY 
BROKEN; POWERS CLASH 


All Europe Interested in Outcome 
of Reported Railroad Contro- 


versy Affecting Balkans. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 17.—The re- 
ported determination on the part of 
Austria to build a railroad through No- 
vipazar to connect with the Austrian 
line in Bosnia and the Turkish line to 
Salonika has given rise to the statement 
that the Russian-Austrian agreement 
made at Muerzsteg in 1908 has been av- 
rogated.

Missouri Executive Discusses Re- 
spect for Law in an Article in 
The Youth’s Companion. 








Gov. Joseph Wingate Folk of Missouri 
has been placed in a lUterary and in- 
structive class with William E. Glad- 
stone, President Roosevelt and former 
President Grover Cleveland by the 
Youth’s Companion. 

Gov. Folk has contributed an article 
on “Respect for Law” for the Washing- 
ton’s Birthday edition of the Youth's 
Companion, in which he expresses his 
views as to law enforcement. 

In the prospectus for the article, Gov. 
Folk is credited with having coined the 
word “graft” to describe the opera- 
tions by which some public officials 
enrich themselves at the expense of the 
community. 

It may be that some iconoclast will 
point out that “graft’’ as a word, as 
well: as a fact, Was known in Missouri 
and other parts of the United States 
before Gov. Folk left the old home- 
stead in Brownsville, Haywood County, 
Tenn., but, after all, he is the first that 
made it the stepping stone of fame, and 
he will be allowed to have it as his 


very own. 
“When an official is seeking to en- 


force the law against those of high de- 
gree,’’ says Mr. Folk in the article, “‘he 
may find himself besieged on every hand; 
close friends may plead; inducements and 
hopes may be held out for lessened ac- 
tivity; political annihilation may be 
threatened if he proceeds. Pursuing 
steadily the course he has marked out, 
with the good of the people alone in 
view, such an official may find himself 


at times fairly surrounded by a well of 
hostile influences. 


Now and Then a Friend. ' 

‘‘Now and then, if he looks over and 
beyond to that great public he is trying 
to serve, a friendly look here and there, 
or the clasp of an outstretched hand, 
will cheer and encourage him on to 
further endeavors. He cannot expect the 
good opinion of those against whom he 
enforces the law. Their ill-will is the 
best evidence of his sincerity. If he 
stops he will be applauded by those he 
should prosecute. If he goes ahead, he 
will encounter sneers, gibes and calum- 
nies. He should prefer to have the ap- 
proval of his own conscience in having 
done his best rather than to receive the 
praise of those who profit by his neglect 
of duty.’ ; 

“Respect for law is the greatest need 
of today. The head of the great cor- 
poration should be compelled to respect 
the laws regulating the conduct of his 
corporation, as he demands that others 
respect the law that protects the prop- 
erty of the corporation. The anarchy

“Without the law the capitalist could 
make no investments, for property would 
have no protection. His gold would lose 
its value; his Hfe would not be safely 
guarded. To the law he owes all, for 
without the law he would lose all. 

There is a difference between enforc- 
ing laws for the violation of which there 
is a private injury coupled with a pub- 
lic wrong, and enforcing laws for the 
protection of the public. If a man Is 
robbed, for instance, he will usually see 
to it that the robber is prosecuted. If a 
man is murdered, the relatives or 
friends of the murdered man will gen- 
erally put the machinery of the law in 
motion against the murderer. In bribery, 
violation of the gambling laws, the 
dram-shop laws, or railroad rebate laws, 
there may be no individual injury, but 
there is always a public Injury. Laws 
of this kind are the most -difficult of 
enforcement, and unless the official who 
represents the public takes it upon him- 
self to see that they are carried out, they 
often go unenforce a.’
